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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


During the year which has just closed we have main- 
tained ten schools for thirty weeks. 

Owing to the severe weather and the necessity for 
conserving fuel, it was considered advisable to close the 
winter term two weeks earlier than planned. 

Because of the small number of scholars in the Lyme 
Center district, the grammar and primary grades have 
been united. This has proved quite satisfactory. 

Several new families having moved into the Acorn 
Hill district we were glad to be able to reopen the school 
there with an attendance of fourteen scholars. 

As the success of our schools depends largely upon 
the teachers employed, we have, to the best of our ability, 
secured teachers qualified for their work. This is not easy, 
considering the many qualifications necessary in present- 
day teachers. 

For the most part results have been gratifying. We 
realize more than ever the necessity of more thorough su- 
pervision, and we hope this will be adopted in the near 
future. 

It is pleasing to observe the large number of the grad- 
uates from our schools who are continuing their studies 
in the high schools and academies of the state and else- 
where. Reports show that these scholars are proving 
themselves, worthy of assistance, in many instances grad- 
uating with high honors. 

In response to the appeal of the Committee on Pub- 
lic Safety for increased food production, the school chil- 
dren were asked to co-operate by planting gardens. As an 
incentive three prizes were offered by the school board 
to the schools having the largest per cent of gardens. These 
prizes are to be used for the improvement of the school 
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rooms or for equipment. The prizes have been awarded 
as follows: First prize, five dollars, to Lyme Pond 
School; second prize, three dollars, to Chesley School; 
third prize, two dollars, to Lyme Center Primary School. 

The gardens showing the best work were planted by 
Helena DeWitt, Gladys DeWitt, Pauline Whittemore, 
Maurice Horton, Willie Horton, Bernice Horton, Emma 
Hlorton, Daniel Pushee, and Olyph Pushee. 

In order to keep the school buildings in proper con- 
dition, some repairs are necessary each year. The past 
year, the schoolhouse in the King district was painted, 
also the one in the, Hewes district. It was necessary to 
build a new chimney in the Pond schoolhouse, the old one 
always having given more or less trouble. Several other 
minor repairs were made. 

We wish to thank all those who have co-operated with 
us to make the schools a success the past year, and we 
ask for your help and support the coming year.
